Bush dismisses movie ‘JFK/ 
sees no conspiracy evidence 

President Bush Thursday dis- 
missed a controversial new movie 
! that raises questions about the 
i murder of John F. Kennedy, saying 
| he had seen no evidence of any 
j conspiracy. The movie by director 
| Oliver Stone, titled JFK, implies 
j that U.S. military forces and the 
' Central Intelligence Agency were 
1 somehow involved in the 1963 
I assassination of America s 35th 
j president. ‘‘There are all kinds of 
conspiracy theories floating 
around on everything. Elvis Pres- 
ley is rumored to be alive and well 
somewhere, and I can’t say some- 
body won’t go out and make a 
movie about that,” Bush said when 
asked about Stone’s film at a news 
conference in Canberra, Australia. 
Bush, who briefly headed the CIA 
beginning in 1975, was in Austra- 
lia’s capital for trade talks. . . 
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Who would want 
to discredit DA? 

I would like to respond to the 
News* film critic's evaluation of 
the movie, JFK , specifically the 
comments made about Louisiana 
District Attorney Jim Garrison.

Gar- I 
rison has never been proved in- 
competent in a trial by jury. j
